“THERE ‘was hardly ‘a day or 
night after that that he didnt 
ot for the union, and for 
“peace, which he believes is the 
only guarantee that the union 
can live,” Mrs. Ward told us. 

“The police said they couldn't 


understand .why he wasn't at. 


home when thev came here the 
Saturday after Foster was kill- 
ed,” she related. “I told them 


he was busy with the strike— 
but thev never went where thev 
could find him, at the union 
hall or on the vicket- line!”

THE busy‘ strike leader was 
arrested only when he voluntari- 
ly reported to police headquar- 
ters with his attorney a few 
days later. The murdered Wil- 
liam Foster, a union member 
himself, had told ice before 
his death that he could not rec- 
ognize his.-assailant. 

Three of the four alleged wit- 
nessés to the assault, committed 
in the dark hours of early morn- 
ing, could not identify Ward in 


the police lineup. But a fourth - 


“witness,” unknown to anyone 
but the commany ‘and the no- 
lice. put the finger on Ward!
